Raivart, in 1689, in the Aets and Martyrdom of Ignatius, from a 
Greek uniaterpolated copy. These are supposed to fom the collec- 
tion that Polycarn made of the Epistles of [gnatius, mentioned by 
Ir oe , Origen, Eusebius, Jerome, At hanasius, rheodoret, Grelasins, 
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and other ancients: but many learned men have imagined all of then 
tobe apocryphal. This supposition, the piety of Archbishop Wake, 
and his persuasion of their utility to the faith of che church, will not 
permit him to entertain; hence he has taken great pains to render the 
present translation acceptable, by adding numerous readings and re- 
ferences to the Canonical Books. }

THE SHEPHERD OF HERMAS. 


[This book is thus entitled, because it was composed by Hermas, 
brother to Pius, bishop of Rome; and because the Angel, who bears 
the principal part in it, is represented in the form and habit of a 
Shepherd. Irengeus quotes it under the very name of Scripture; 
Origen thought it a most useful writing, and that it was divinely 
inspired ; Eusebius says, that, though it was not esteemed canoni- 
cal, it was read publicly in the churches, which is corroborated by 
Jerome; and Athanasius cites it, calls it a most useful work, and 
observes, that though it was not strictly canonical, the Fathers ap- 
pointed it to be read for direction and confirmation in faith and 
piety. Jerome, notwithstanding this, and that he applauded it In 
his catalogue of writers, in his comments upon it afterwards, terms 
it apocryphal and foolish. Tertullian praised it when a Catholic, 
and abused it when a Montanist. Although Gelasius ranks it among 
the apocryphal books, it is found attached to some of the most an- 
cient MSS. of the New Testament; and Archbishop Wake, ve- 
hieving it the genuine work of an apostolical Father, preserves it to 
the English reader, by the following translation, in which he has ren- 
dered the books not only more exact, but in greater purity than 
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‘hey had before appeared. The Archbishop procured Lr. Grabe to 
eatirely collate the old Latin Version with an ancient MS. tn the 
! umbeth library; and the learned prelate himself still further im- 
proved the whole from a multitude of fragments of the original 
Greek, never before used for that purpose. |

BEICKNELL’S SECOND LETTER. 


(CONTINUED FROM PAGE 186.) 


7 Miicham, July 21, 1817. 

Dear Sir—By ‘letter to my son, I see you are enquiring 
‘* what is truth,”? and like the Bereans of old, not contented 
with any man’s * ipse dixit.”” This is the right way to attain 
it: examine and judge for yourself, weigh every argument in 
thescripture scales. and with a single eye to please God and 
know his will, and be assured, you will not radically err. So- 
loman says, he that judgeth a cause without hearing both sides 
is afool, aud is not this too common a case even with pious 
Christians. I know it by experience. 

In your letter you say you differ from my son in other 
points ; as the Deity of Christ, &c. granted; and so did I for 
many years, and so do many good men in these days; and 
while one may worship Jesus Christ, another through the 
prejudice of education may worship the holy virgin, &c. 

I shall now oifer a few plain reasons why I differ from you 
and other good men, and why from a true orthodox, I am be- 
come like my son, a heretic in the eyes of my Christian friends; 
then judge for yourself, and may that Omnipotent Being, who 
is the searcher of hearts so instruct you by his holy spirit, 
as to lead you into all truth. 

After I was fully convinced that the Universal Restoration 
was the truth of God, I read and examined the scriptures 
twice a day, and which I have continued to do for many years; 
rejecting all creeds, obsolete phrases and formularies of reli- 
gions ; all metaphysical distinctions and mysteries ; attending 
only to the revealed truths of the bible: of course I lopped off 
all unscriptural phrases, such as the trinity of persons, the 
unity in trinity, the incarnate God, God-man, God the Son, 
fiod the Holy Ghost, the dying God, &c. and kept in view the 
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plain scripture terms, without the aid ol mother church; for 
mysteries do not belong to man. 

I therefore rejected the Deity of Christ; 1. Because it is 
not taught in scripture. Our Lord himself refers all power, 
omniscience, goodness, prayer, &c. to the Father only ; these 
texts are numerous, as “1 can do 1iothing of myself,” * my Fa- 
ther sent me,” “my Father is greater than I.” Heprayed to his 
Father, he taught us that the true worshippers are those who 
worship the Father, and that when we pray, it is to the Fa- 
ther. He prayed to the Father when he raised Lazarus, &c. 

2. Our Lord forbad our prayers to him, in that day (after 
bis departure) ye shall ask me nothing; but refer it to the I’a- 
ther. Thou shalt worship the Lord thy God and him only 
shalt thou serve. And elsewhere he explains this not of him- 
self, but of the Father. 

3. Because the apostles confirm the same. St. Paul to the 
Corinthians says, “ To us there is one God, even the Father.” 
Christ is by them called the anointed of God, the Son of God, 
the mediator between God and man, advocate, the servant of 
God, &e. 

4, The apostles speak of Christ as- man, the Son of man, a 
being in all things like unto his brethren, that he was exalted 
by God, that he was raised from the dead by Ged, that he was 
made perfect through sufferings, that he possessed all the ‘iu- 
man passions, he eat, he drank, he slept, he cried, he was hun- 
gry, thirsty, &c. but can all this be said of the Eternal God. 

5. Again; the apostles describe all the power, authority, 
miracles, of Christ to the Father; they all unite in praying to 
the Father, never to Christ after his ascension, never to the 
Holy Ghost. We no where read as in our liturgy “ O Christ 
hear us,” no command to pray to Christ, nor to the Holy Ghost. 

6. I cannot believe in the Deity of Christ, because there is 
an essential distinction in the scriptures between the Father 
and the Son; but if there is a perfect equality, what is said 
of the one may be said of the other; but we read otherwise, as 
lor example, the Father is called the mighty God,* the Almighty, 
the most High God, the true God, the only wise God, the 
blessed God, the only true God, the one God, the Lord God 
ee &c. but not one of these expressions is ever applied 
‘Y Unrist.

7. Christ is called the image of God, so is man; the Son of 


God, so is Adam; God, so is Moses, so is Satan; so are mia- 
Sistrates called Gods; because of their power, authority and 
dignity. 

Jesus Christ is also called Lord, Messiah, Immanuel, Prince,

Mighty God. This appellation ts also given to the promised Messiah 
Isaiah. ix. 6.—Bp. : ih 
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head of man, judge; but all this authority is trom the Father: 
and the grand distinction between Jesus Christ and man is, 
that to Christ was given a spirit of wisdom ** without mea- 
sure,’ as we read, but to Moses, the prophets, and to all 
others a limited power, wisdom, &c. 

Having in a very brief manner, pointed out the distinctions 
between the Father and the Son, [may briefly also notice some 
of the leading passages which are brought to prove the God- 
head of Christ, and my remarks must be short. 

1. Jesus Christis called God, Cruden says, in oe places : 
in John 1, the word was God. But it is aiso said, the svord 
was with God. See also my former remarks on the word God. 
The second place is God blessed for ever, supposed to mean 
(hrist; but many learned critics are of opinion that this re- 
fers to the Father and not to Christ. 

The third place is * God manifested in the fiesh :” but iu 
many ofthe Greck manuscripts it is, who was manifesied, &c. 
and from the context it is plain who and not God is the origi- 
nal word: the fourth place is in Heb. 1, thy throne, O God, 
&c. is said to be an address from the Father to the Son; but 


the words are equally as well translated, and better sense, if 


put in the nominative case, then it reads ** God is thy throne 
for ever and ever;” but the doctrine does not depend upon such 
eriticisms, 

Peter said, Lord thou knowest all things, therefore Jesus 
Christ is omniscient and must be the true God. 

Answer. Our Lord himself denies this; as, of the day and 
hour no one knoweth; no one, not the angels nor the Son, and 
St. Matthew says, none but the Father only. Also (Rev. 1,) 
the things mentioned in Revelations were revealed to Christ; 
plainiy intimating that of himself he did not knew them. 

3. itis said he made all things and that without Lim was no- 
thing made, &c. but by an attention "4 numerous texts in the 
Old ‘Testament, it is plain it must only be understood of the 
gospel dispensation, and so says St. Paul to the Colossians ; 
all things were made or created by him and for him; namely 


thrones, dominions, principalities, “&c. not the Ww orld, nor the 


creation at large, but states and conditions ef man, and this 
new creation is often referred to by the apostles. See Eph. 
i. 3,4. Col. iit. 10, and other places. 

4. Christ is said to be the image of God, so also is man said 
to be made in the image of God. "The ‘ Rather and Christ are 
one,’’ so says Christ ‘of himself and his disciples, and it is 

also said the same of all true believers in Christ. Again; 
he thought it not robbery to be equal with God, or as the 
transiation might be rendered, like unto God ; and is often se 
rendered, and so are all true believers. 
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Let all the angels of God worship him. This text with some 
is a complete proof. ‘The word angel often means messengers 
or servants, and the word worship is a word of civil respect 
and often means no more; as * the king worshipped Oaniel,” 
‘‘ the Israelites worshipped God and the king” in the temple, 
and so in other places they (the lepers, &c.) wors shipped Christ 
as a great prophet, and my friend hinself worshipped his 
bri: le, when he first led her to the altar; but [ hope not with 
religious adoration. 

In short, from scripture we are authorised to say that as 
man is by God appointed the head of the woman and Christ 
also the head of man, so the head of Christ is God. 

I am aware that if the Deity of Christ be given up, so also 
must the doctrine of the Trinity, the infinite satisfaction to di- 
vine justice, the infinite merits, infinite atonement, erroneously 
so called: but let not this alarm a serious enquirer after truth. 
Tnis once dreadfuily alarmed inc—1 trembled at the thougat, 
especially as hell fire, damnation, and the habitations of dev ils 
were to be my portion for ever and ever. No, I persisted ‘vith 
& Wary step, and with a single eye, with daily prayer that 
God might direct my way, and [ am under no alarm of being 
deceived. No man will be damned for his opinions, even 
though they are erroneous, for his works he ts responsible. 
No man can believe as he would, he must yield to evidence; 
though he may often stifle it. £ must make one remark more, 
and then conclude this long and perhaps tedivus epistle. 

Our opponents say that ** Christ had two natures, the one 
divine and the other human,’? and we must believe them, 
though we cannot comprehend them, being too mysterious for 
human discernment. 

I answer; the scriptures say nothing about the two natures 
of Christ, nor can I see what is gained by it. Adam had two 
natures, so have you and [, a human nature and a spark of 
the divine nature, but observe the consequences which they 
draw. 

Jesus Christ was the immortal God, and yet he died. He 
knew all things, and yet some things he did not know. He 
Was omnipotent, and yet he could do nothing of himself. He 
was confined to place like other men, yet lhe was every where. 
ile upheld all things by his own power, yet he needed the as- 
sistance of his own creatures, &e. &c. 

Now, Sir, these are the mysteries we are called to believe, 
mysteries greater than transubstantiation, ox the acts of the 
icathen Gods.—I call them absurdities, impossibilities, con- 

‘ary to reason and common sense, and contrary to the plain 
word of God. 

They have by degrees crept into the church of Chrst, and 
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when ile light appears clear, will be surely dissipated. Ther 
will man be no longer wise above what is written. He will 
be a simple follower of Christ, believing all that he has said, 
without loading itwith speculation and metaphysical mysteries. 

Now, my dear sir, am I wrong; if I be, convince me in a 
spirit of meekness—I ain open to conviction, speak vour mind 
freely, you will not offend me.

FROM THE RELIGIOUS INQUIRER. 
SWEAR NOT AT ALL. 


Among the many vices prevalent in the world, there is none 
more entirely left without excuse, than that of profane swear- 
ing; which indicates great malignancy, and wickedness at 
heart; or a want of consideration and proper reflection, in 
that respect, which is due to society ; and which every man is 
bound to yield. We should be very unwilling to ‘consider 
every man, who makes use of improper language as possessing 
a cruel, malignant, implacable and revengeful disposition. 
This we could not believe. unless we could persuade ourselves 
that man loses all regard for himself; and all respect for his 
own happiness. How frequently it is the case with those, whe 
are in the habit of swearing, to do so, when nothing has hap- 
pened to ruffle the mind, or sour the temper, and who seem to 
use tf without being conscious of it. And how often we find a 
mer calling upon God to damn, or curse him; his eyes, his 
limbs, his body and his soul. This man, if he had the least 
desire or wish that God would do this must be a maniac in- 
decu, to desire that God would deprive him of sight, paralize 
his fimbs, rack the whele body with disease, or envelope his 
soul im misery. However a malignant passion may display it- 
self in calling upon God to shower down wretchedness and mi- 
sery upen others, that man, who would ser iousty call upon 
the Aimighty to visit him with these calamities must be desti- 
tute of every feeling both social and selfish. 

Would those, v Ki indulge themselves in the habit of swear- 
ine, pause a few mom ents and reflect, they would find them- 
scives chargeabie with folly unparalelled, or of possessing 4 
most malignant and wicked heart. How great must. be the 
folly in using sords without meaning, or words, if they have 
meaning, expressing a desire that weshould berendered wretch- 
edand miserabic. ifthe Almighty should do for the swearer, as 
he calls upon him to do, woul: 4 he not be carefal how he spoke 
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in future? Would not others refrain from this idis and inpious 
practice? We think they would. A vice so abominable, ought 
to be held up to the detestation of mankind; it is a vice 
30 mean, so unjustifiable on every ground, displays so much 
ignorance and folly, that we should suppose, that the man, who 
had any claims to the respect of society, and wished to be con- 
sidered as a man of understanding, of learning, and good breed- 
ing, would never suffer a profane word to pass his lips. 

We beg those, who have unfortunately indulged themselves 
in this habit, to reflect on the obligation they are under to ho- 
nour and revere, to serve and obey that God on whom they 
are dependent for their very existence; antl who has given 
them every faculty and power both of body and of mind for a 
more noble and glorious purpose. We beg of them to consider 
the mercies and blessings with which the kind and benelicent 
author of their existence has surrounded them, ever since, they 
have been inthe world; and we ask them to look at the debt of 
gratitude they owe, to the kindest and best of all friends, even 
God the Father of their spirits; and then say, can they feel 
justigied in taking his holy name in vain, or will they continue 
to invoke imprecations upon themselves, or others. 

Ve have said, that this vice is utterly inexcusable. It is 
our decided opinion that no excuse can be offered in extenua- 
ion. But if any excuse can possibly be found, it inust be 
among those, who believe that God will absclutely damn a 
portion of his creatures, and heap endless curses upon their 
heads. With the Universalist, who believes that (trod will 
forever and forever bless all his children, and make them end- 
lessly lappy, there is no excuse. Weve he to ransack all the 
ingenuity of man, and from the depth of sophisticial art, tery 
to find an excuse, he would find none: but this he would learn, 
that he is the most inconstant and absurd of beings, in calling 
upon God to do that, which he professedly believes lhe will 
never do, 

While we point out the evil, and endeavour to set it forth in 
all its deformity, in hopes that it may be despised and rcject- 
ed; we feel it our duty to inquire into the cause of the evil, 
vr from what source it originated. If it be correct that 
“ words are signs of ideas,”? then the idea must have existed 
before the sign could be used ; we cannot express that of which 
we have not the least comprehension. It follows then of course, 
that the idea that God in wrath or anger would damp, or curse 
his offending creatures, must have existed in the mind prior to 
the use of these expressions; and men, being taught that God 
would do this when they became offended or angry with any 
at their fellow men, called upon God to do that which they had 
uot power todo themselves. It would be preposterous to sup 
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pose that men would use these terms if the ideas attached 
them had not existed in their minds. Hence, we say, that pro- 
fane swearing has originated in that instruction men have re- 
ceived, which taught them that God, in his wrath, would pour 
endless curses on the heads of a portion of his children. Asan 
evidence of the effects of such instruction or preaching, we 
mention a circumstance which took place in a town in Ver- 
mont about fifteen years since. A certain Lady, a member of 
the Methodist connection, was in the habit of taking her chil- 
dren to meeting with her, and on her return to question then 
as to the text, and what the preacher had said. One sabbath 
a Mr. F., commonly calied Dr. F.,a very zealous and flaming 
preacher, noted for his power t: 


“ Peal damnation round the land,” 


on each he judged the foe of God, the wicked and impenitent, 
happened to preach in the neighbourhood of this lady. She 
attended as usual with her children. On their return she be- 
gan to interrogate them. A little son of five or six years of 
age stood by his mother, and looking seriously in her face, 
said, ** Ma’m, did you ever hear a man swear so in all your 
life.”’ 

While then, men are taught that God in anger will damn 
the object of his wrath, and heap curses on his devoted head, 
is it to be wondered that men should give loose to anger, and 
wrath, and use profane language. For twelve centuries or 
more the christian world were under the dominion and in- 
fluence of Popery. ‘That church dealt roundly in Anathemas ; 
and who could hear the sentence of excommunication as used 
by that church, pronounced, in all the solemnity that religious 
formality can give, that would not feel himself justified in fol- 
jowing the example. It is but recently that a Mr. Hogan, a 
Roman Catholic Priest, was excommunicated from St. Mary’s 
Church in Philadelphia, but for the obscenity and profanity of 
this form of excommunication, we should have presented it to 
our readers. As a specimen we give the following, and leave 
it with the judicious and candid to say, if it is to be wondered 
that, with such examples and instruction, men swear. 


‘* By the Authority of God Almighty, the Father, Son and 
Holy Ghost, and the undefiled Virgin Mary, mother and pa- 
troness of our Saviour, and of all celestial virtues, Angels. 
Archangels, Thrones, Dominions, Powers, Cherubims and 
Seraphims ; and all the Holy Patriarchs, Prophets, and of all 
the Apostles and Evangelists, of the Holy Innocents, who, in 
the sight of the Holy Lamb are found worthy to sing the new 
song of the Holy Martyrs and Holy Confessors, and of al! the 
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Holy Virgins and of all Saints, together, with the Holy Elect 
of God—may he, William Hogan, be damned. 

May the Father, who created man, curse him! May the Son, 
who suffered for us, curse him! May the Holy Ghost, who 
suffered for us in baptism, curse him! May the Holy Cross 
which Christ for our salvation, triumphing over his enemics 
ascended, curse him! 

May t:e Holy and Eternal Virgin Mary, mother of God, 
curse him! May all the Angels, Principalities, and Powers, 
and all Heavenly Armies, curse him! 

May the praiseworthy multitude of Patriarchs and Prophets 
curse him! 

May St. John the Precursor, and St. John the Baptist, and 
St. Peter, and St. Paul, and St. Andrew, and all other of 
Christ’s Apostles together, curse him! and may tho rest of our 
Disciples and Evangelists, who by their preaching converted 
the universe, and the holy and wonderful company of Martyrs 
and Conlessors, who by their Holy Works are found pleasing 
to God Almighty. May the holy choir of the Holy Virgins, 
who for the honour of Christ have despised the things of the 
world, damn him! May all the saints from the beginning af 
the world to everlasting ages, who are found to be beloved of 
God, damn him! 

May he be damned wherever he be, whether in the house or 
in the stable, the garden or in the field, or the highway ; or in 
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the church; may he be cursed in living and in dying! 


Protestant divines are, to be sure, more modest in their BULES 
of excommunications ; that is, as to the language they use; 
hut are as intolerant, and as unmerciful as the Romish church 
can possibly be. They excommunicate without mercy all who 
will not yield implicitly to every dogma in their church creed, 
and whom, when excommunicated, they consider God will cast 
off forever and consign to everlasting burning in hell. Gur 
children and youth are led to believe that an excommunicated 
person will be da‘aned, and this in God’s anger. ‘They have 
ithe example of those who consider themselves as the pious and 
holy ones of the earth—the patterns of Christian mecekness 
and humility; but who, notwithstanding all this piety and 
meekness, will excommunicate a person for nothing more than 
believing that the Almighty is a little more benevolent, merci- 
ful and kind, than their creed allowed them to believe: and 
who for this, would shut an immortal, never dying soul out of 
heaven, and from all happiness. How then is it to be expected 
that our youth will avoid the contamination of evil speaking, 
When on the sabbath instead of hearing the love of God 
preached, instead ef hearing in meeting strains—* in language 
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sweet as angels use,” the love and mercy of God, they hear 
a zealous preacher address his congregation as though he was 
the judge of the whole earth; and declaring what will be and 
what shall be; pouring his anathemas upon their devoted heads, 
and who hear more damnation, and eternal curses than any 
thing else. 

The apostle hath said, “ evil communications corrupt good 
manners.” ‘lhe influence of example is great. ‘his is to be 
seen in the general conduct of those, who believe in the horri- 
ble doctrine of endless misery ; let them consider a man an in- 
fidel, a reprobate. one whom God will damn, and then see what 
is their general conduct to that man. Would it require much 
acuteness of perception to know what ts reigning in their 
hearts, or passing in their minds ; or what would be their lan- 
guage if they desired to speak? We think not. It is required 
of parents to set good examples before their children ; while, 
therefore, they exercise an unbecoming, bigoted and cruel spi- 
rit, they must expect their children will do so too, and such 
will be the consequence of every improper, profane expression 
that they hear. ‘The child will ever endeavour to justify him- 
selfin the example of his father. If then we could destroy this 
will so much complained of let us oppose every thing that tends 
to fix ideas upon the mind, that will break iorth in the moment 
of virulation and anger, and let us cultivate those christian 
characters and graces which teach us to subdue every impro- 
per passion, and ever to pray for blessings on the head of all 
men.

2 Letter from Dr. Franklin to Miss Hubbard, on the death of 
his brother Mr. John Franklin. 


I condole with you. We have lost a most dear and valuable 
relation.— But it is the will of God and nature, that these mor- 
tal bodies be laid aside, when the soul is to enter into real life. 

A 
man is not completely born, until he be dead. Why thes 
should we grieve that a new child is bern among the immor- 
tals—a new member added to their happy society? We are 
spirits: that bodies should be lent us, while they can afford us 
pleasure, assist us in acquiring knowledge, or doing good to 
our fellow creatures, is a kind and benevolent act of God. 
When they become unfit for these purposes, and afford us pain 
instead of pleasure; instead of an aid, become an incumbrance, 
and answer none of the intentions for which they were given, 
it is equally kind and benevolent that a way is provided by 
which we may get rid of them.

It is often the case 
‘hat our opposers profess to know more about our sentiments than we know 
ourselves ; and thus we are too often, though perhaps not designedly, misrepre 
sented. Universalists, it is true, agree with the doctrine of Socinus in some _r¢ 
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Rev. Mr. Thoinrpsor.

It is too often the case, that when a man in any respec) 
changes his sentiment, and conies off from a religious socict; 
with which he has been once consid¢red in any degree connected, 
when also it is found that he canno§ be convinced of his suppos- 
ed error, for the society which he thus forsakes to endeavour 
to traduce his character or blast his reputation. And such, we 
are very sorry to say, appears to us to have been the conduct of 
the Methodists towards the Rev. Mr. ‘Thompson, whom they 
once Claimed as a bold and able champion in their cause, but who 
has recently made public declaration of his belief in the doc- 
trine of * the restitution of all things,” or in other words, the 
doctrine of universal salvation. We feel it our duty to men- 
tion this circumstance, in justice to ourselves as well as Mr. 
T. For having been called upon in writing, from New-York, 
to give some information relative to Mr. T., and having given 
in answer what we then believed to be correct, as coming from 
Mr. T. himself, though reported to us by one of the Methodists, 
who seems now to be his enemy, and having recently convers- 
ed with Mr. T., (for the first timd on this subject) we ave con- 
strained now to say that Mr. T. utterly denies ever having ad- 
mitted, much less stated, the circumstances alluded to in said 
report; and that Mr. T. further states, that until he came in- 
to this country, no impropriety of conduct ever was charged 
upon him, that no impeachment lay against him, neither had 
there been an intimation of wrong on his part, to the best of 
his knowledge, in relation to the simple fact which has by him 
been admitted; and although he was a preacher before, as 
well as at the time, and for years after the event took place, 
and had not ceased to preach, he continued in good fellowship. 
Not only so, but it appears that he continued to enjoy the 


spects, but not in others; so likewise they do with Calvin; and, for aught we 
can see, might with as much propriety be called Calvinistic Universalisis 4s 
Svcinian. This appellation is often given also to the Unitarians; and, in our 
opinion, with as little reason: for we know of no Unilarians, whether Univer:

ought to be worshipped as GOD. But Socinus although he did not acknow- 
Jedge Jesus to be God, was thus inconsistent ; for he held thas it was right to wor- 
ship Jesus as God. If our opponents, therefore. wish to give Unitarians, anc 
such Universalists as do not hold to the proper divinity of Christ, a name which 
will more explicitly distinguish them from Trinitarians, let them cail Unitarians, 
Humanitarians ; and usy (since we must make distinctions,) Humanitarian Uni- 
versalists. <A belief, however, in the Unity of God, must certainly be Unitarian 
belief; and therefore Unitarians, in this respect, are perfectly consistent with 
themselves; but to talk about a trinity in unity, is certainly a confusion of lan- 
guage, if not of ideas. 
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good graces of the Methodists, till it was found that he was 
either not so methodistical (or else not so firm) in his faith as 
had been fondly anticipated. Finding, therefore, that this 
inatrimonial story was not likely to answer their purpose, 
another attempt has been made, which, though it flew among 
the pious ones, for a few days, like electricity, has proved more 
short lived than the other, and finally, like that, has recoiled 
upon the heads of its authors.

It was easy, therefore, to add 
these words to the man’s answer; viz. ** I am the Rev. Mr, 
Thompson!!! "This would give it currency, as it certainly 
did, and such, as we are informed, was actually the report 
among the Methodists. In this shape it came to some of our 
friends, and through them to Mr. T., who lost no time in 
tracing it immediately to its source; when it was found that 
it had grown out of the simple circumstance stated above, and 
also, that Mr. ‘TI’. would find no difficulty in proving that he 
was at home when it was said to have taken place. Now, 
why they should undertake to fix such a slander upon Mr. 
‘hompson, is, we must confess, to us, very surprising; when, 
to all appearance, and from all that we have ever heard, there 
is nota more steady and temperate man in the city than the 
inan whom they have attempted thus to abuse and villify. O 
shame ! where is thy blush? * Ye know not what manner of 
spirit ye are of? We have written the above under a full 
conviction that it is due to ourselves, since we are still giving 
countenance to Mr. 'T. as a preacher, and no more than what 
is also due both to him and his opposers. E prror.

** Dear Sir—Having etmeeais written to Doctor Strong, 
and received no answer, I take the present opportunity of a 
friend’s departure hence, to send you afew lines, expressive of 
the desire of a worshipping congregation here, professing be- 
lief in God’s universal love, that a correspondence for mutual 
information, should be established with brethren on your side 
the Atlantic. There are three congregations of Universalists 
in this country—the one over which your humble correspon- 
dent has been called to preside, during the infirmity and de- 
bility of Mr. Douglas, the original pastor, consists of about 
130 members, besides stated hearers ; the other two, about 30 
members each, besides hearers. Owing to the very sudder 
departure of the bearer of this, l have not time to write what I 
wish.

THE ANSWER. 


New-Hariford, Oneida County, W. ¥V. Dee. 12, 1822. 

Dear Sir—Your letter dated July 31, of the present year, 
was duly received from the hand of its bearer; for which, | 
beg you will receive my grateful acknowledgments. A wish 
for the mutual interchange, not only of information, but of 
friendly and christian feeling, has ever been felt by those of 
the universal faith in this country, who were acquainted with 
the fact, that there were those of like “ precious faith” in 
yours. But we knew of no person or name, whom we could 
address ; nor, indeed, of any place whither we could transmit 
our communications to a society, except London. By your 
soodness, all these inconveniences are superseded, and I avail 
myself of the privilege, of making an early reply to your let- 
ter. Of the late Mr. E. Winchester’s history, from the time 
to which you advert, or of the remains of his family, I can 
give you no particular information, as there is nothing like a 
regular account published ; and he had ‘finished his mortal 
labours and cares, before I entered upon the stage of action. 

I trust, however, that the information desired, can be easily 
obtained from the brether, who ministers to the flock gathered 
by Mr. W. in the city of Hartford, Conn. at which place he 
died. I will endeavour to interest the brother alluded to, 
the Rey. Richard Carrique,) to furnish you, at an early pe- 
riod, with every thing which can be collected on the subject. 
i apprehend no essential inconvenience in the transmission of 
the werks of Mr. Murray, and others which you express a 
Wish to obtain. And here, L would observe. that the labours 
of Mr. Ballon have not been confined to a single publication. 
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The work to which you allude, is no doubt a * treatise on 
atonement,”? the doctrinal soundness of which, will be. more 
and more esteemed, as freedom of inquiry, and liberal senti- 
ments prevail among men. His publications of a controversial 
nature, are emphatic evidences of the immense superiority of 
the truth of the general system of Universalism, which he has 
advocated-—Others have published defences of the doctrine of 
the restoration, though none have written so voluminousiy. 
Besides the works above alluded to, we have at this time, eigh 
periodical publications—four in New-England, in as many 
different states—ore in Philadelphia—and three ia the state of 
New-York. Several of these are published weekly—others 
semi-monthly—one monthly, and two quarterly; furnishing 
means of instruction to those, who by their distance from any 
place of worship, or other circumstances, are prevented from 
attendance on preaching—and, indeed, giving to every class 
and denomination of readers an opportunity of judging for 
themselves. I think it may be safely estimated, that not less 
than ten thousand copies of these different papers, are sub- 
scribed for, and in constant circulation, in the United States 
—and there is no state, district, or section of country, where 
they are not more or less known or read. Their effects ave 
realized to be two-fold—they prevent the introduction and 
spread of partial and unworthy sentiments of God and his sai. 
vation ; and they establish the knowledge of him whio is ** good. 
unto all,’? and confirm the faith of the * restitution of ali 
things.” 

From the number of public papers devoted to the propaga- 
tion of our sentiments, you will naturally infer, the numberof 
believers must be respectable. We have in the fellowship. o! 
the ** General Convention of Universalists,”’ and its severa! 
branches or “‘ associations,”? about one hundred and twenty 
preachers, several of whom are respectable for their scientific 
and literary attainments, and most of them men of good infor- 
mation and sound preaching talents—all of them * ready to 
give an answer to every man that asketh a reason of their hope. 
and instrumental im the establishment of the truth of God. i 
am not in possession of any certain data, whence to estimate 
the number of separate societies, but think I may safely say. 
there are more than two hundred in the United States. Inthe 
state of New-York, there are at least seventy. ‘Lhe number 
of members is very different in different societies: some se- 
cieties consisting of some hundreds, and others of not more 
than fifteen or twenty. The circumstances of these societics 
are extremely various, some having houses of public wership. 
others none—some stated and regular meetings, whiie others 
are destitute of a regular ministry, but most of them inereas- 
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ing in number and influence. Nor is the number of regular 
societies, the criterion of estimating the number of believers 
in the doctrine of universal purity-and happiness. Many are 
scattered abroad, in single families, or under circumstances 
which absolutely forbid their personal fellowship with any con- 
gregation of believers ; and still more, perhaps, secretly enjoy 
our faith and hopes, who are visibly connected with other de- 
nominations of professing christians. From these brief par- 
ticulays, you learn “ the state of religion, and the progress 
of likeral opinions” amongst us in general, and will deduce 
thenj from the following fact in particular. In this section of 
New-York, where we now reckon more than siaiy societies, 
there was not a single congregation or preacher, twenty years 
since. 

Here if remark, that in my estimation real religion pro- 
eresses in exactly the ratio that liberad feelings and opinions 
are cherished. . For the entire histery of man, furnishes but a 
few distant and solitary instances of enlarged benevolence, 
and the daily practice of “ pure religion and undefiled before 
God,’’ where the mind and feelings were fettered by the re- 
strictions of anti-christian creeds, governed by the senseless 
formalities of enthusiasm and superstition, or narrowed by 
partial views of a partial God. With us then, to have rational 
and liberal sentiments, is to have a more comprehensive moral 
sense; a more chastened and lively devotion to God; amore pure 
and expanded philanthropy, and a more circumspect regard 
to our words and actions. And thus, while our views and 
practices correspond, our feelings are alike distant from the 
apathy of indifference, and the phrenzied fervor of enthusiasm. 
I would by no means insinuate, that there are no examples oi 
amiable virtue and piety among limitarians, or that Univer- 
salists are always what their sentiments natjrally inspire ; 
but that limited sentiments generally, contract the affections, 
and tend to vitiate the morals, while on the contrary, liberal 
views conduce to moral improvement and virtue. Investiga- 
tion here is fearless ; for the period of*religious spite, and the 
domination of an exclusive creed have passed away. Hence 
the arrogance of orthodoxy, is often mortified with queries 
which it never answers, and its claims rejected because it fur- 
nishes not a reason for making them—and hence, too, our num- 
bers and influence are progressing, not with the rashness of 
passion, but with scripture proofs deduced by reason. Should 
you here inquire, whether with this general liberty of thought 
and discussion,’ Universalists perfectly agree in every pecu- 
liarity of doctrine—I answer no! They embrace a variety © 
sentiments mutually converging in the ultimate purity and fe- 
licity of all mankind. [t is this single and exalted truth, 
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Which constitute the criterion of fellowship—that central 
power, Which by strong attraction draws a countless multi- 
tude with one consent, to the exercise of ** one mind.” With 
diferently constituted minds, we think it quite enough to har- 
monize in the simple restoration of all men: and while we 
claim the right of private judgment, yield with full consent 
ihis prerogative of nature to all others. And I am fully per- 
suaded, that stronger evidence of the dereliction of the spirit, 
and the power of Universalism, cannot be found, than in the 
assumption of exclusive truth in every particular of our faith. 
Where the scriptures are read, and man has liberty to examine 
them—where liberal views can be taught, there the truth will 
prevail—there its “ rest will be glorious.” And every step 
is permanent in the enlargement of her emptre—circle em- 
bracing circle, in the strong ligaments of divine love, the era 
must approximate when divine knowledge, life, and peace shall 
pour their united comforts on all mankind. When every bar- 
rier to the progress of intellect shall be broken down—when 
clerical usurpation shall no longer prevent or restrain re- 
search—when inquiry shall be chastened by judgment, and 
religion, opening a rich prospect of a happy immortality, shall 
instruct man to be happy now, by aiding him * to do justly, to 
love mercy, and to walk humbly with his God.” 

Your letters, and those of other brethren, will not only be 
cratefully received, but considered means of instruction, and 
tokens of esteem; and should you be pleased to extend your 
correspondence in this country, [ would refer you to the fol- 
lowing brethren; Rey.

tober last, in consequence of the yellow fever’’ that afflicted 
that city, insinuated as one cause (among others probably) why 
they had thus been afflicted, that ‘* Universalism was in its 
meridian in New-York; that there were thousands who be- 
lieved it, but would not avow it; that the preachers were the 
murderers of men’s souls; made men the most profligate while 
living and the most desperate sinners when they came to die ;” 
or words to that effect: in consequence of which, a printed 
sermon, delivered by the Rev. Mr. Mitchell, was inclosed in a 
letter and sent to the Rev. Mr. C., which, as the writer says, 
‘* contains the outlines of the doctrine for which we contend,” 
to which his attenticn was particularly solicited, and if any 
thing should be found therein, ** calculated to bring down the 
wrath of God” on their city, that it should be pointed out. 
But, mark the sequel! The sermon was returned, without the 
leaves being cut, ** inclosed in the same invelope,” in which 
was written * procul, O procul, este profani;’? which, it was 
presumed, was intended as an answer to the whole. The per- 
son who forwarded the sermon, not being able to read Latin, 
procured a translation, which was given him thus: “ At a dis- 
tance, O! at a distance, ye profane.” This, he thought might 
be re-translated (or paraphrased) so as to read thus—** Stand 
by thyself; come not near to me, for I am holier than thou.” 
The above needs no other comment than to state that the piece 
was inserted at the request of the writer, ‘ on paying the or- 
dinary price of an advertisement, and leaving his name to be 
given up if properly requested.”’

‘* Now if any man have not the spirit of Christ, be is none of his.”-—Rom. viii 9. 

This passage of scripture is used by the opposers of Univer- 
salism to disprove that doctrine. They think that all those 
will be endlessly miserable who have not the spirit of Christ. 
They seem to think that we can have this spirit whenever we 
please, and that the misery of our eternal state will be our pi- 
nishment for not obtaining it. It is presumed that they all 
think they have this spirit; for the idea which they all hold 
that they shall be saved, preves beyond doubt that they think 
thus. Indeed, they all say that they feel the powerful in- 
fluence of it; and they will not allow a person to be considere4 
one with them, unless he professes to have experienced its holy 
operation. And what will appear somewhat remarkable 1s, 
they think that this spirit works the most powerfully, wher 
they oppose Universalists, and the doctrine they conscientious 
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iy believe, with the most violence. ‘They have been so confi- 
dent that they are the most religious of mankind, and, of fo 
course, the greatest favourites of God, that they never thought 
of comparing their spirit with our Saviour’s; they always 
have considered them to be one; and we believe, that should 
ve now manifest our doubt of it, they will think we are finding 
fault with them, and endeavouring to calumniate their charac- aed 
ters. The reason they never doubted that they have the spirit 
of Christ, is because they never doubted that they were reli- 
gious. As long as they think themselves to be so religious, 
they will never harbour a doubt that they have this spirit, and 
will always blame those that do, and denounce the judgments 
of God upon them? they will not only believe that such will, 
but -lesire they may be damned, thinking that such feelings are 
the influence of our Saviour’s spirit. They think also that we 
expose ourselves to endless perdition by saying that God will thd 
save all others. This idea they call the worst of heresy. 
They oppose it with all their spirit. Can these people have 
the spirit of Christ? To determine, let us seek to know what | 
the spirit of our Saviour is. eA 

We will begin by proposing questions. Did our Saviour by 
ever talk as these people do? Did he ever say that men ex- Ww 
posed themselves to eternal misery, by saying that he would | 
save all men? Did he ever say that the justice of God re- 4 
quired the eternal misery of those whom he sent him to save ? i 
Was he who * came to save the world,”’ ever heard to say that 3 
the Being who sent him for this purpose had determined that | 
some men never should be saved? Was he ever heard to say iit 
to sinners, *‘ stand by thyself, come not near me, for I am 7 
holier ihan thou?’? Do not some of the opposers of Universalism Ghee 3 gt 
say that we expose ourselves to eternal misery by preaching He 
it? Do they not say that the justice of God requires the eternal 
misery of a part of mankind? Do not they say that God has tt 
determined not to save some of those for whose ransom he ne § 
gave his only Son? And do they not all virtually say, ** stand rr 
by thyself, come not near me, for I am holier than thou 7”? Can | 
such people have the spirit of Christ? Did not Jesus Christ rift 
love sinners? Did he not die to save them? He did. Can those 
have his spirit then, who think that all sinners ought not to be 
saved? and who oppose the idea of their salvation with all 
their energy ? 

Onr Saviour poured forth his spirit in the following lan- 
guage: * O Jerusalem, Jerusalem, thou that killest the pro- 
phets, and stonest them which are sent unto thee, how often 
would I have gathered thy children together, even as a hen 
gathercth her chickens under her wings, and ye would not.” 
Does not this testimony prove that our Saviour loved the Jews, 
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and desired that they might be saved ? Could he possibly think 
that God had reprobated some of them to eternal woe ?— (Could 
he think that they would always reject him, and his doctrine, 
when he said to them, ** ye shallsay, Blessed ts he that cometh 
in the name of the Lord?” Can those then possess his spirit, 
who would rejoice to prove by these his own words, that those 
Jews, whom he loved, and whom hedied to save, will be forever 
miserable ? 

Can those possess the spirit of Christ, who willingly accuse 
and love to judge others, for doing the same things that they 
themselves do? and who expect to escape the judgement of God? 
An incident which occurred during the life of our Saviour, will 
give us some just ideas upon’ this subject. ‘Phe Scribes and 
Pharisees, who always seek for the faults of others more than 
they do for their own, found a woman who had comiitted 
adultery, and carried her to our Saviour. ‘Their own sins were 
out of their sight. ‘They assumed the character of accusers. 
But our Saviour, regardless of their importunity until they 
had questioned him more than once, “ said unto them, he thai 
is without sin among you, let him cast the first stone.” This 
pertinent remark brought them to their senses. ‘Their con- 
sciences convicted them, and they went away one by one until 
Jesus was left alone. How many are there who fulminate 
the thunders of eternal wrath upon those who are no more 
wicked than themselves? How many are there pretending in- 
deed to have more respect for our Saviour than the ancient 
Pharisees possessed. who have anticipated from him a sentence 
which dooms many to eternal woe, while it raises them, who 
are no better than others to the blissful abode of the blessed : 
They may perhaps be as disappointed as were the Pharisees 
in ‘the case that we have mentioned. If none of our fellow 
men shout hallelujahs to the groans of the miserable, save 


those that are not guilty of sin, many who expect to sing 


thus with rapturous joy, may be sadly disappointed. Have 
there not been men in the werid that professed to be ministers 
of Jesus Christ, who, after telling the wicked of their future 
doom, have been seized with a paroxism of rapture to think 
that their future joys were to be created by the groans of the 
damned in hell! Can such have the spirit of Jesus Christ: 
Can theirs be the spirit of him who said, there shall be more 
joy in heaven over one sinner that repenteth, than over ninety 
and nine just persons that need no repentance ? Can such have 
the spirit of him who loved and died for man? who wept at 
the miseries of human nature? who healed the sick, and cleansed 
the leprous, and gave eyes to the blind, and cars to the deaf, 
and feet to the lame; whose bosom swelled with philanthro- 
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py? and all of whose actions were a manifestation of love, be- 
nevolence and mercy 2 

Do those possess the spirit of Christ, who think that the 
wicked ought, and feel willing that they should be burned in 
the fire of hell forever? there are such, and what is wonderful, 
they think God feels as they do; and they say they ought to 
feel so, because he does. Our Saviour told two of his disciples, 
who came to him with the unnatural request that they might 
command fire from heaven to burn and destroy the Samaritans, 
that they knew not what manner of spirit they were of. ‘They 
had not the spirit of Christ, and all who feel as they did have 
it not. We are so apt to imagine that our spirit is like the 
spirit of Christ, that we seldom compare them. ‘Those two 
disciples we have mentioned undoubtedly supposed that our 
Saviour felt as they did, and would grant their request. They 
probably did not see the impropriety of Jesus destroying the 
very souls he came to save, and perhaps never thought of the 
thing until he said unto them, ** the Son of man is not come to 
destroy men’s lives, but to save them.”? Why will not our op- 
posei's consider this? ** Jesus Christ, the same yesterday, and 
to-day, and forever,” will be no more willing to destroy our 
souls in the next world, than he was inthis. And we ask our 
epposers whether they can have the spirit of Christ, when 
they are opposing the idea that God will not destroy his own 
offspring. 

Let them inquire what manner of spirit they are of, and seek 
to know if their opposition to impartial grace is not agains‘ 
God, and his religion. We hesitate not to say that it is per- 
iectly right for sinners to be saved, and that it is God’s will 
that all should be. That spirit which opposes this will of Goc 
cannot be the spirit of the dear Redeemer. Did the Pharisecs 
have the spirit of Christ, when they murmured because he re: 
ceived sinners and ate with them? No—ifthey had had it, thes 
would have been willing for him to do thus, and indeed it would 
to them have been a source of joy. But their carnal mind, 
which was enmity against God, was opposed to his impartia! 
goodness, manifested in Jesus Christ. He vindicated the 
justice of his conduct by appealing to what they would do when 
their temporal interest was concerned, If they lost a sheep or 
a piece of silver. they would seek and find it, and this would be

aoing right. Then why should they murmur against him who 


Was seeking to recover thuse souls which were much more va 


luable than sheep or silver? He personated them, and unco- 


vered their deadly disposition in the character of the elder 


brother of the Prodigal son, and those who murmared at the 


master of the house because every man received a penny. "The 
elder brother was angry because his father recetved the prodi- 
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gal and ate with lim, and the labourers murmured because 
others received as much as they did. ‘This was and is the 
complaint of the Pharisees. It would be unjust, say they, for 
God to serve all men alike. Sinners ought to be forever un- 
happy; and they will have no just cause of complaint, when 
God shal! drive them down to'the abode of the devils. Is the 
spirit whose influence is manifested in such language the spirit 
of Jesus Christ? Par from this: it is the spirit which opposed 
him, and his doctrine; it is the spirit which reproached Paul, 
because he trusted in the living God, who is the saviour of 
all men, especially of those that believe; it is the spirit that 
now opposes the doctrine of God’s impartial goodness ; it is 
the spirit which crucified the Son of God. 

Does the spirit of Christ lead us to say, that if we believed 
that he would save all men, we would do every possible evil? 
Let us remember that * The Father sent the Son io be Saviour 
of the world.” It cannot be his spirit then, which would lead 
us to do wickedly, when we think he will save the world. It 
must be the spirit of the evil one. ‘This always opposes what 
is good, and leads us to think that where grace abounded sin 
will much more abound. ‘The spirit of Christ will of itself in- 
duce us to do that which is right, and therefore, needs no such 
auxiliary as the fear of an endless hell. Who will pretend to 
say that this fear was in our Saviour the moving principle to 
virtuous action? His spirit of love alone was that which in- 
duced him to go about doing good. He that is governed by 
this is governed by a heavenly principle, widely different from 
the fear which has been mentioned. 

The spirit which invents, or adopts any method to oppose the 
doctrine of God’s impartial goodness is not the spirit of Christ. 
Any one who will read the life of our Saviour as recorded in 
the holy scriptures, must be convinced that he believed that 
God was impartially good. Hence, we justly infer, that his 
spirit never induces us to oppose any doctrine which holds 
him forth to us as such. 

Those who have not the spirit of Christ are none of his. 
Are they his in no sense? They are his enemies; and he loves 
them. AJ] mankind are Christ’s in one, and the most impor- 
tant sense. See Psalms ii. 7, 8, ** f will declare the decree: 
the Lord hath said unto me, thou art my Son; this day have! 
begotten thee. Ask of me, and I shall give thee the heathen for 
thine inheritance, and the uttermost parts of the earth for thy 
possession.” The heathen are his inheritance, the uttermost 
parts of the earth are his possession. Our Saviour says, “ all 


things are delivered unto me of my Father,’ Mat. xi. 27. Luke 


X. 22. He says also, ** The Father loveth the Son, and hath 
given all things into his hand,” John iii. 35. In John xiu. 3:

we read, * Jesus knowing that the Father had given ali things 
into his hands.” Our Saviour says, ** All that the Father 
viveth me shall come to me, and him that cometh to me [ will 
in no wise cast out.” John vi. 37. He also says, “ and I, if 
[ be lifted up from the earth, will draw all men unto me,” 
John xii. 32. In praying to his Father he says, ‘* thou hast 
given him power over all flesh, that he should give eternal life 
to as many as thou hast given him,’”? John xvii. 2. In Mat. i. 
21, we read, * thou shalt call his name Jesus, for he shall save 
his people from their sins.” 

The reader will perceive that we all belong to Jesus Christ 
in a very important sense. We are * his inheritance,” * his 
possession,”? ** his people”? whom he loved, and for whom he 
died. Paul testifies that he “ gave himself a ransom for all to 
be testified in due time,” and that ** God hath appointed him 
heir of all things.” 

It appears to be the sense of the passage at the head of these 
remarks, that those who have not the spirit of Christ, are not 
his disciples. hey are not characteristically his. Paul ap- 
pears to express this idea, when he says, ‘* to whom ye yield 
yourselves servants to obey his servants ye are,” Rom. vi. 16. 
Jesus called the Jews the children of the devil, and they were 
so in character, but yet this very people are very often called 
in scripture, the chosen people of God. Paul says, that * all 
Israel shall be saved ;”’ for “ there shall come out of Zion the 
deliverer, and shall turn away ungodliness from Jacob.’ "This 
gives us an idea of this subject which appears rational when 
compared with the passages of scripture which we have quoted ; 
but to suppose that St. Paul meant to say that those who had 
not the spirit of Christ were his in no sense, would be to make 
him say some thing at one time, and contradict it at another. 

The spirit of Christ is the spirit of forgiveness, of love to 
enemies, of impartial goodness, and of compassion. ‘Those in 


whom these qualities are found possess the spirit of Christ. If 


we are not willing to forgive the faults of others, if we do not 
love our enemies, if we are not impartially good and compas- 
sionate, though we speak with the tongues of angels, and are 
eloyuent in the profession of the name of Christ and his reli- 
gion, we have not his spirit. _ It behoves us then to examine 
ourselves, and see if a right spirit be within us. Are we wil- 
ling to do to others as we would that they should do unto us? 
Are we temperate, prudent, and faithful to our duty? If we are 
not, we have not the spirit of Christ. Let the goodness of our 
heavenly Father be in us an incentive to every virtuous action. 
Let us “not receive the spirit of bondage again to fear. but 
the spirit of adoption, whereby we cry, Abba, Father. “his 
spirit itself beareth witness with our spirit, that we are the

and snapped the silver chord of life with his own hands.—Ye 
pious! drop the tear—The Methodist Theological Society 1s no 
more //! noisy, though not destructive, it rese boisterous as the 
western wind, till its sound was hushed forever on the waters 
of truth—Like the grave-diggers in Hamlet, the wise argued 
its right to Christian burial, and in the midst of confusion It 
was jerked into its grave—persecution was its last sermon, and 
ihe amen to its prayer was riot—The wicked stood in silence, 
spectators of the ludicro, comico, non religiosa scene, and then 
was brought to pass the saying that is written * Let the dead 
bury their dead.” O Bereans, be generous even to your ene- 
mies, and let the Hall of your assembly be hung in black for 
poor ‘Theological, yea invite his relatives to mourn with you, 
the sudden downfall of ** felo de se.”
